A merchant burgefs of Edinburgh may deal in whit 
commodities he pleafes, if they are not contrabany, 
and is no more reltrited from vending bread ofa 
wholefome quality and flandard weight, than a top 
man‘is from vending Birmingham or Sheffield goods 
or a merchant from dealing in Englifh broad cloth 
hats, &c. to the evident detriment of our own ma: 
nufactures. But the bakers themfelves are become 
a fort of merchants, in fo far as they deal in the 
vidual trade; and their dealings in this branch 
fomewhat refembie thofe of the people at Aberdeen 
alluded to by your correfpondent..
